Tun sentiment prevails that our 
delegation in Congress should ac- 
complish something toward the de- 
velopment of our agricultural in- 
terests.

We mention this locality 
because the people of Churcbill and 
Douglas counties are clamoring for 
such development of the productive 
acreage in that section and in the 
belief that Senators Jones and 
Stewart and Congressman Wood- 
burn, by a united and persistent ef- 
fort,could secure national aid in the 
furtherance of such ascheme.

The great 
ights of the stage, such as Jenny 
Lind, Modjeska, Albani and countless 
others, have been good women, model 
wives and mothers. She defied any- 
one to say that aught bad ever beeu 
said against the fair fame of Emus 
Abbott. There was considerable ap- 
plause at the conclusion of her re- 
marks. Before it subsided Candler 
said he could not aoswer the lady be- 
cause she was a lady, During the 
day, as the affair became known, a 
great many ladies who bad met Miss 
Abbott socially, called on her and 
commended her spirited defense of 
herself and her profession. 


A Murderous New Worker. 

Lone ISLAND City, N. Y., Oct. 9.—
